Shops at Argentine. 


UNION MEN ARE SUSPICIOUS. 


Think the Company Intends to Em ­ 


ploy Non-Union Men 
Exclu­ 


sively After March 1st. 


There is trouble among the men em ­ 


ploy ed in the repair shops of the San­ 


ta Fc railway at Arg entine, say s the 
Kansas City Star, which may 
ter­ 


minate in a strike iVlarcli 1. 
The men heliev 'e that at that time 


the company intends to discharg e all 


the union men now^ employ ed and em­ 


ploy non-union men. 
March 1 a new’ ag reement is to be 
sig ned between the shop men and the 


company . 
This 
ag reement, 
which 


contained 
only a few m inor differ­ 


ences f» ’om the one now in force, has 


not been sig ned by the company . 
Sev eral day s ag o the men became 


suspicious, and y esterda y these sus­ 
picions were increased when a force 
of ca rpenters beg an building a hig h 
fence 
around the 
machine 
shops. 
There are about forty men employ ed 
in the shops a t Arg entine besides the 
roundhouse men and the sw’itchmen, 
w'ho would soon become inv olv ed in a 
strike if the company attempted to re­ 
place the union men with non-union 
men. 


SICK STRANGERS. 


They Arc Being Unloaded on Charita 
ble Sedalia By Windsor. 


Windsor, Henry county , during the 
past week ha s been 
dumping sick 
Rock Island railway construction la ­ 
borers on Sedalia. 
When a laborer 
becom es sick a t Windsor, it is said, 
the authorities of tha t town furnish 
him with free transportation so far as 
Sedalia, and that furnishes them an 
ea sy way out of their o wn responsi­ 


bility . 
W hen the sick, penniless men reach 
Sedalia, they apply for lodg ing s in the 
city jail, and then ask' for admission 
to the city hospital. 
For the sake of 
humanity these friendless men hav e 
to be taken care of, and a s a result the 
city hospital is now' ov ercrow ded wuth 
patients, who hav e no claim, other 
than tha t of humanity , upon this city . 
Dr. W. S. Shirk, the city phy sician, 
informs the Democrat tha t there are 
a dozen strang ers in the sev era l wards 
at the city hospital, all of whom are 
afflicted with pneumonia. 
The 
x>a- 
tients are being well cared for, and 
the best of medical attention is being 
g iv en them, y et the burden is an ex ­ 
pensiv e one for the city .

Arthur. 


RUSSIAN 
PAPER IS ANGRY. 


Refers to New Breach of Neutrality- 
Another 
British Vessel 
Is 
Stopped and Searched. 


St. Petersburg , Feb. 27 .—Tin* Port 
Arthur correspondent of the St. P e ­ 
tersburg Russ teleg raphs today as fol- 
low’s: 
A Japane.se torpedo boat lies on a 
bank off Fort White Wolf. 
It is ap­ 
parently one of those w'hich partici­ 
pated in the nig ht attack 
with the 
freig hters. 
“The 
morning 
of 
F e brtia ry . 25 
(Thursday ) a .lapanese sq uadron con­ 
sisting of six battleships 
and 
four 
lig ht cruisers appeared on the hon- 
x oii. 
The Russian cruisers 
Askold. 
Bay au and Novik were in the otiter 
liarhor. 
The .lapanese ships tipon a t­ 
taining a position within thirty -five ca­ 
ble leiig tlis, about four and one-q uar- 
tt r miles, of the Russian shifts, beg an 
an attack. 
At iliis time two of our 
torfu'do boats 
wo vo reLiirning to our 
ships from Pig eon bay . 
All the Jaft- 
anese cruisers attempted to ctit tie ni 
off. 
X<*vertheU‘ss one of the torpedo 
Itoais succeed(*d In reaching Port Ar­ 
thur. whih* the other turned hack. 
“'riie sc(*ne of the battle was ihu.-> 
(*tit in tw’o, the Japanese bailie bhips 
cannonading the Askold. Bay an and 
Xovik, which wi'ie supported by the 
batU ries and the cruisers pursuing 
the Rus.sian torpedo l)oat which enter­ 
ed Pig eon hay . 
"The cannonade lasted forty miii 
utes and several shells fell at various 
jjoinis ill the fortress. 
One Chinaman 
was wounded by a splinter and om* 
by a shell. 
“ In y esterday ’s affair the maneina r.s 
of the .lapaiies« * apiK*ared to be de 
fectix e. 
While turning back to sea the 
.lafianest* battle ships were bnneh**d 
and our shifis did not fail to take 
advantag e of this fact. 
They opened 
a running fire and one could clearly 
see shells bursting amidst the trenien 
dous targ et. 
This clumsy m aneuver 
on the p a n of the .lapanese is consid­ 
ered as affording w'eig hty reason for 
the belief that the enem y ’s losses 
were heavy .” 


A Russian Paper Very Angry. 
St. Petersburg , Feb. 27.—The 
St. 
Petersburg Bourse Gazette prints an 
alleg ed W ashing ton dispatch 
sa y ing 
the United Sta tes has undertaken to 
lay a submarine cable from the Phil­ 
ippine Islands to Japan to prev ent the 
la tter’s isola tion in ca se the Russia ns 
cut the Shang hai cable. 
It is the sub­ 
ject of a bitter atta ck upon the g ov ­ 
ernment a t W ashing ton. 
The paper ca lls it ev idence of 
a 
new breach of neutrality , 
and sa y s 
that the contention 
of the 
United 
Sta tes that the la y ing of the cable 
will be undertaken for the improv e­ 
ment of 
trade rela tions 
“ does not 
clea r America’s skirts,” and inquires 
“ w’hat the Americans would say if 
Germany had run a cable from Kiao- 
chou to Port Arthur or Vladiv ostok? ” 


Even Tolstoi “Gets Busy.” 

Feb. 27.—Count Leo 
Tolstoi offered a thousand sets of his 
works y esterday , the profit from the 
sa le of which is to be ex pended for 
the benefit of the troops ta king part 
in the campaig n in the far East.

It may be thoug ht that the appetite

riag e problem, x vith its aw’t'iil divorce 
evil. 
Attention has been called to it noi 
because it is such an immediate cause 
of social discord, not because it is a 
principal cause, not because it applies 
to such a larg e cla ss of people, but 
because, first, it does bear a relation 
to mature life in any relation or situa ­ 
tion; and, second, because it is being 
so g enerally ov erlooked. 
That which 
holds no peril for the g row'n and ma­ 
ture man or w’oman may hav e, for a 
’Doy or g irl, a hidden lurking dang er. 
You can not feed a baby on the beef 
stea k which its father requires. 
Chil­ 
dren do not liv e from within, but rath­ 
er from without, from what they g et, 
not from what they create. 
In our 
early “ teens” we do not reason or ^e- 
fiect much. Philosophy belong s to ag e 
and maturity ; impulse, day dreaming , 
“ air ca stle building ” and “ moods” to 
y outh and inex perience. 
Of course, it hardly need be sa il 
that many g row’ii men and women are 
men and w’omen only in size. 
They 
are as long and as heav y as men and 
women, but in mental discernment, 
in moral dev elopment, in spiritual » n- 
sig ht, they are children, and many of 
them belong to the kinderg arten de­ 
partment of the school. 
The president of the board oP edu­ 
cation of Detroit, Mich., a few y ears 
ag o strong ly recommended the send­ 
ing of many parents to our 
public 
schools. 
It was a capital sug g estion. 
They are children, he contended, in 
ev ery thing 
ex cept av oirdupois. 
In­ 
deed, ta ke that cla ss of women whol­ 
ly dev oted to “ society ,” liv ing in their 
sensa tions (like the 
dumb brutes), 
ev er crav ing som ething new, nov el 
and ex citing , whose “ card pa rties” are 
recreation, who ca n’t stand it to be 
alone, little do this cla ss of women 
seem to rea lize that they publish to 
the world that they are “ children,” 
and a s such 
they hav e 
their little 
“ betting s,” and “ winning s.” and “ in­ 
ning s,” and occa siona lly “ hair pull­ 
ing s,” for all these thing s belong to 
the “ ex citem ents” of childhood. 
Poor thing s, they are struck dumb 
the moment a subject is introduced 
tha t requires a little reason, thoug ht 
and reflection.

One is bound on the forehead, the 
other on the left arm, and the wearer, 
fa cing the ea st, offers up tha nks and 
supplication. 
The thong s used to bind the Tfilem 
to the wearer were m issing , but the 
present owner ha s a well-defined su s­ 
picion tha t the hobo utilized them for 
shoestring s.

“ box es” on a wharf in New York. 
Some pious old J ew ha s probably 
often bemoaned the loss of his Tfilem,

THERE IS NO PEACE. 
It is easy to draw solemn ante-war 
conclusions. 
Some of the profound 
observations now current, 
says the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, can easily be for 
gotten in the clash of arms and the 
appropriation of the spoils of war. 
Mr. Hay’s note suggested that ‘‘the 
neutrality of China, and in all prac­ 
tical ways her adm inistrative entity, 
shall be respected by both parties.” 
Japan’s response is said to have b« eu 
prompt and satisfactory. 
She would 
respect China’s entity outside the re­ 
gions occupied by Russia, provided 
Russia does the same. Russia’s reply 
is described as more guarded.

promises to respect Chinese neutral­ 
ity, provided Japan does the san e 
and China actually remains neutral, 
but reserves Manchuria, “the terri­ 
tory of which, by the force of events, 
wull serve as the field of military op­ 
erations.” 
It was generally under­ 
stood that Manchuria was to be the 
prize of war. 
A sapient contempor­ 
ary, however, congratulates the w^orld 
that there is to be no “On to Peking,” 
and adds that “this understanding un­ 
doubtedly removed the gravest men­ 
ace to the peace of the world.” 
These promises 
have 
about 
th^ 
carrying capacity of a sieve. 
When 
the Russians and Japanese 
get to 
fighting in real earnest they are not 
likely to halt their armies and send 
out surveyors to see 
if they have 
crossed the Manchurian line. 
The 
victors will find it hard not to proceed 
in any direction and take what they 
can find. 
If 
these 
paper pledges, 
which are provisional in their char­ 
acter, are broken, each belligerent can 
find a good pretext for blaming 
the 
violation on the other. Then there is 
no guarantee of what China may take 
it into her head to do. 
She herself 
may furnish the reasons for carrying 
the war over the boundary laid down 
in 
diplomatic correspondence. 
The 
only way to make effective the coiidi 
tions imposed by the “Powers,” 
of 
which we seem to be unhappily one. 
on Russia and Japan is to back them 
up by force of arms. The prositeet of 
widespread entanglement, or humiliat­ 
ing diiilonialie retreat, is no; a remote 
one.

If he do es 
no t have so mething o f the missio nary 
spirit, so mething o f a kind interest in 
the experiment which fo r the sake o f 
the natio n’s ho no r we are carry ing o n 
there, the emo luments o f o ffice are 
no t likely to be sufficient to keep him 
co ntented.”
